Emergency  Support  Function  -  Afunctional  area-of-response  activity  established  to  facilitate  the 
delivery  of  federal  assistance  during  the  immediate  response  phase  of  a  disaster  to  save  lives,  to 
protect  property  and  public  health,  and  to  maintain  public  safety. 

Synopsis 

This  manual  provides  the  capstone  doctrine  for  U.S.  Army  and  U.S.  Marine  Corps  domestic  sup¬ 
port  operations.  It  provides  general  information  to  civilian  authorities  at  federal,  state,  and  local 
levels  involved  in  planning  for  and  conducting  such  operations.  It  identifies  linkages  and  defines 
roles  and  responsibilities  in  domestic  support  operations.  The  areas  of  domestic  support  opera¬ 
tions  include: 

♦  disaster  and  domestic  assistance, 

♦  community  assistance, 

♦  environmental  assistance,  and 

♦  law  enforcement  support. 

What  Does  This  Mean  for  Military  Public  Health?

♦  put  in  place  the  people,  equipment,  policies,  procedures,  and  training  necessary  to  facili¬ 
tate  contingency  based  force  tailoring.

♦  USACHPPM  could  serve  as  a  center  of  excellence  for  the  full  spectrum  of  health  promo¬ 
tion  and  preventive  medicine  services; 

♦  assist  with  the  development  of  a  Joint  service  approach  to  health  promotion  and  preven¬ 
tive  medicine  needs  of  commanders,  especially  the  ClNCs;
